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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

2. Claim 4 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The limitation in claim 4, lines 2-3, "and wherein the window 
comprises; and wherein the at least one translucent portion comprises:" is not 
understood. First, it is not understood what " the window comprises" and second, there 
is no antecedent basis for "the window" in claim 1 . Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
PARK (5568367). Park shows in Fig.3; a housing "8" having a cavity therein and an 
outer surface and translucent portion "40", control buttons "52" adjacent the outer 
surface of the housing, transmitter electronics "20" adapted for wireless communication 
and operable by control buttons "52", at least one light source "21" operable by control 
buttons "52" an adapted to emit light to translucent portion "40" when control button "52" 
is pushed and thereby illuminate the translucent buttons "52" and plate "26" which form 
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the window coupled wittiin the apertures extending from the cavity to the outer surface 
of the housing of the remote control housing "8". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3 and 5-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable If rewritten In independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any Intervening claims. 

7. Claims 15-26 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Parlkka shows a wireless electronic device having a translucent 
portion and a light, which illuminate the user interface.
